ther) extirpand= fide, a Congregation of propagating ( Or ra- 
ther ) exi11 pattug of faith, 

This Congregition hath a moſt ſumptuous Pallacein 
Rome , and extreame richi; the members ot it, are the 
Pope as head of the Churchyhis nephew Cardinall France: - 
B4rbarine as his Licutcnant.divers other Cirg:m's,che BC» 
nccalls of feverall orders, the great Maſter of toc Ir.quift- 
tion and ſome Doors, all as ludges, they convene every 
Friday, or ofteras they pleaſe, the cad of their mecting, 
is to finde out meanes to bring x1] people and N tions un- 
certhe Popes dominion, for this end they have ſundry 
meincs, ſuchas the Seminarics of divers Nations and 
p«nfions : The Seminaries/ are farniſh-d with youths ont- 
of their leverall Countries, by- Icluitg,who have the c:rc of 
them : Theſc youths are of t vo farts, the ons called Con- 
victors, becauſe they pay for theirentertainment,and theſe 
arc noble B1rons nd Gent]: mens ſonnes, ſent thither by 


their Popiſh parents, to be: bryught up tor divers ends : 
The other are called Seminarifts , a-«d theſe have their 


ſoode, caiment, ſtudies, bookes, &c. all the timc of their 
\ ſiugies 
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fudies out of the Colledges, with condition that after 
they have ſtated three months in one ofthe Colledges, they 
muſt make a vow to take tricſthood upon them,iand to returne 
to their ſcyerall Countries, when they ſhill be found fit by the 
Ic{uits their Maſters,to the endthey may ſeduce others,as they 
were {duced themlelves;and therefore after their ſtudies,they 
arc ſent into their own Country , furniſhed with all things ne. 
ceflary, as apparrell, monies, mzſle-graith,, and the like, as 
they are thought of , and have mony at Court of their Semi- 
ries: there be five of our Nation out of the Country;at Rome, 
Paris, Madrid , Doway and Brounsberg , and one promiſed 
by the Emperour in Oſnabruck , which the Sweds keept for 
them,ot.Irth ſome, and many and great of Engliſh, 

Theſe Seminaries, Icſuits and other Pricſts, ſend their rela- 
tion every yearc, of all what paſſc inthe Country, ſpirituall or 
temporall, to the foreſaid congregation, wherein all treaſons, 
maſlacresand other bloudy miſchictes are hatched. 

This preſuppoſed as an/ afſured truth, I ſpcake fiiſt tothee 
my dearc Country, thou that wroughtelt rhy ſelfe mightily to 
ſuffer {chiſmes and diviftons in thee, which arc now with great 
pity to be ſcene and ſhame te be heard ; one ſaith I am a Co- 
venantcr, another I am not, what meaneſt thou, not covenan- 
ter ? wilt thou not ſubſcribe the contrat which thy parents, 
Godfathers and Godmothetrs, as thy ſpirituall tutors, ſeeing 
it is for God and truth onely « God is partly contrated, the 
Angells were witneſſes , and hell firethe penalty, take heed, 
and fight not againſt God , for as he is Alſeeing, ſoheis AL. 
mighty, and as mercifull to have ſpared thee ſo long, ſo is hee 
juſt, to puniſh thy inexcuſable wiltulneſſe. But ſome will 
ſay, that there begreat Doors not Covenanters, and where- 
fore my not wee likewiſe ſtand out as well as theſe learned 
men? I anſwer firſt, rhat they are but few ,"and to my judge- 


ment ( for I have diſcourſed with ſome of them) not the lear-

To this lawtull queſtion, I anſwer, thatI know more then any 


Proteſtant in this land, of this bufincſlcy for I was imployed in 
it inthe yeare of God, 1632. and gave in (amonett other points 
of my commiſhon ) a petition to the toreſaid congregation at 
Rome,andelfewhere, dcfiring them to adviſe upon the meanes, 
for the reducing of this Kingdome to Rome; divers were pro- 
-poned by theſe politicke heads, who ſtudy onely to deſtroy 
Kings, and pervert K'ngdomes, of many, thele tew were moſt 
conſiderable. 

Fiſt,that they ſhould all employ their wits for the pervertion 
of his Maj: ty, ow ſfoveraigne-Lord, and contribine for the le- 
vying ot an Army, under pretex: ot giving .fh{tance to ſome 
contederate Prince, and therewith to force liberty of conlct- 
ence : this opinion w4s rej*Cted as danecrous, till all things 
were {uter, and their tu&tion ſtronger, 

S: condly.that if they could not attaine to their purpoſe with 
his Majcſty, they ſhou!d cadeavour to get two Tefuits in our 
Princes ſervice, for his Gr:ccs ipſtrution, and education, in 
Popery.. . | : 

Thirdly, that penſions ſhould be given by m<diwe wires, 
through the univerſicies , and other p:iris wire they might 
worke their ends.

try men,whoadwled them to ſet theit whole minds for the per- 
vertion of England, which bcing nearcr to them in points of 
duArinethen Scotland, as alſo in torme of Service, worſhips, 
and Ecclcfiaſticall government, they might worke ſurer and 
with greater hope of prevail:ng, then with Scotland, whom he 
aſſured to be of a ſtubborne nature,dangerous co be dealt with., 
and great Puricans, dirc&ly oppoſite to the Church of Rome , 
and therefore nothing more ſhould be deſired of Scotland, bur 
conformity in maiters of religionwith England, which the Eng- 
liſh Cburch would gladly wiſh,as if ſhe were a Mother Church, 
wherot others did flow; neither could his country men deny it 
in reſpe of his Majeſtics ſupremacy , and of the union of che 
two Crownes,and Kingdomes; that they both might have but 
one Lord,one Faith,one Baptiſme,& one King. For the execu- 
tionof his councell, he proponed mutuall intellegence ro be 
procured betwixt Fngland, and Rome,which ſhortly after was 
begun by anTealian Prieſt, a great polititian, well verſed inthe 
french tongue 11 ſrenior Gregorie , who ſtaycd above a yeare 
and a halfein London for that effc Rt, and with whom I confer- 
red in his own ledging , inthe Covent-garden at London,and 
with two great men of our owne nation , and now continueth 
there himſelf,with great grudge to both the Kingdomes, ſeeing 


this mutuall intelligence*was never heard of betwixt Rome, 
and us, fince the Cardinalls Woolſy and Polpe daics , ncither is 
it necceflary, as ſtates men may ce. g- 
Now non-covenanter,1s thy curioſity ſatisfied + This Iknow, 
and more, looke then to itintime , and bee not one of thoſe, 
who tor vanity or other ends, will be thought ſingular sgainſt 
Gods c:uſe, and thy owne promiſe in baptiſme, I will end 
this diſcourſe,that my encmics ſay not that I minde to put diſ- 
{ention betwixt Proteſtants and Conformitſts , letting theſe 


three Kingdomes ſee ſome of the dangers wherein they ſtand 
of. 
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ofthe Roman Antichriſt, and his Congregation de extirpands 
fide : firſt ye ſtand in theſe dangers, eſpecially that mutuall in» 
tclligence between Rome and England : ſecondly , of your 
Countrimens aff-Qion to Rome, it chey be P:piſts, for alledg- 
ed rights of the Popes upon each of you, wv:z. Peters penny 
and Peters patrimony-: thirdly your excreme great number of 
| Ieſuits, and Prieſts, cxtending.in England to five or ſix thou- 
{ands, ſo that they are ſtriving among themſclves, and writing 
books againſt others for B ſh»pricks in your Church ; as {or 
Treland ith «h 14. Papiſts B ſh5ps alone , this 1s great danger : 
tourtaly,your popuious mulcituſes of Papiſtsin you extending 
nany thoufands,fo that I am ot that mind, that in England the 
people (if not already) may ſhortly defive 1 gener all fl-mbly 
tor liberty of conſcience : Fiftiy, the education of your Nobi- 
Itty in forraine Countrics , who having drunke in the doctrine 
of iniquity from cheir tenderage, are both more perverſe in 
themſelves, and more dangerous bringing intheir friends and 
ncighbours.. by their Pricſts to p:rdition with chem : Sixcly, 
that which is to be lamented of +1], that you have £009 Liwes 
aoainſt ÞP piſts, and cvery good reaſon toexccure them , but 
alas ! mony breaks (hen, gr ning to all P piſts a p-cunii)1 1t- 
berty of conſcience, and preſent baniſhment to all theſe poore 
reformed Chriſtians who w.1li not. conforme with you; and 
that which is to be Jaughed at orr ther weeped +t,, that vee 
would blind pe. ples cies withyour ſe irchers. going on the one 
ſe to 1pprehend Priefts and puniſh P :pits ; andoarte other 
file, to have your cuſtomesto receiv: monies , and give d''e 
chirgc for lib-rry of Papiſtry. O Go! who doth not evident- 
Iy perceive theſe monſtrous dangers 2 and ror oppoſe him-

ſparke of trus Chriftianity? truly, who dothit nor , I muft of 
J neceſſity thinke him an internall Pap'ſt.
